James Piper Dies 

James Piper, who owned and rode the 
winner of the 1899 renewal of the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup, died last month at the 
age of 90. 

Mr. Piper was astride Reveller in the 
sixth running of the famed Maryland 
timber race. That victory marked his first 
and only ride in the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

In 1908, Mr. Piper’s colors were carried 
to victory in the Hunt Cup by Judge 
Parker, but the horse was ridden by 
George Nicholas. 

For more than 60 years Mr. Piper 
practiced law in Baltimore. 

He gained national prominence dur¬ 
ing the 1930 s when he reorganized the 
Central Public Service Company of 
Chicago, a public-utility holding concern. 

Restrictions which he drew up earlier 
in his career concerning the construction 
of buildings on undeveloped land are still 
used as a model for housing developers.

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The Question: "Should There Be More Preferences Given 
To The Offspring of Maryland Stallions?" 

Members Give Varied Opinions 
At M.H.B.A.'s Annual Meeting 

By Snowden Carter 


T he question most thoroughly discussed at 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Associations 
annual general membership meeting last month 
at Timonium was this: 

Does the present Maryland Fund Pro^am 
offer a sufficient percentage of races in which a 
preference is given to the produce of Mary¬ 
land stallions? 

John Manfuso, leader of the ’'NO group, is 
emphatic in his contention that at least 25 
per cent of all Maryland Fund races should 
have such a preference written into the con¬ 
ditions of the races. He regards 25 per cent 
as a minimum figure and would like to have 
more. 

Stuart S. Janney, Jr., one of the M.H.B.A.’s 
two Maryland Fund Committee members, be¬ 
lieves that the present system (approximately 
15 per cent) is sufficient for the mome;nt. He 
agrees that as the caliber of Maryland breds 
improves, the percentage of preferences can 
be increased. But he does not feel that the 
program should ever be comprised entirely of 
races restricted to the progeny of Maryland 
stallions. 

The Manfuso group makes these points: 
Maryland stallion owners have an investment 
which should be protected by the Maryland 
Fund Program. If a breeder purchases a stallion 
and stands him in Maryland, his foals should 
have a better opportunity of competing in 
Maryland Fund races than the progeny of 
out-of-State stallions. 

Marylanders who patronize Maryland stal¬ 
lions should also be rewarded for their loyalty. 
They should be able to breed for a market 
which guarantees a fixed percentage of races 
written with a preference for the progeny of 
Maryland stallions. 

If there is no such guarantee, the owners 
of Maryland stallions will find their customers 
mating their mares with out-of-State horses, 

JO 


and the entire Maryland Thoroughbred industry 
will suffer. 

Under the present setup, says Mr. Manfuso, 
there is insufficient incentive for breeders to 
stand stallions in Maryland. Stallion bonuses in 
1964 totaled $18,175, but Mr. Manfuso feels 
this is an insignificant sum when spread 
throughout the industry. 

He believes that a horse foaled in Mary¬ 
land and by a Maryland stallion should have 
more opportunity to compete for Maryland 
Fund purses than should a horse which qualifies 
for Maryland-bred registration but is sired by 
an out-of-State stallion. 

Mr. Manfuso’s opinion is, however, not 
shared by the majority of the M.H.B.A.’s di¬ 
rectors. 

The directors have been for many months 
aware of Manfuso’s outspoken criticism but 
have held fast to the present policy while re¬ 
asserting that improvement in the quality of 
Maryland-breds is the primary goal—not quick, 
rich dividends for Maryland breeders who own 
stallions which stand in Maryland. 

The administration’s position is this: 

House Bill 106 was passed in 1962 primarily 
because the program promised to improve the 
quality of Maryland-breds and the caliber of 
racing at Maryland tracks. 

To offer a large percentage of these rich 
purses with a preference to the produce of 
Maryland stallions would be a step backwards. 
Some of our best Maryland-breds would be 
discriminated against. 

The directors feel that we need more good 
Maryland-breds competing in Maryland Fund 
races—not fewer. 

Additionally, the administration believes that 
a breeder who sends a mare out-of-State to be 
bred to an expensive stallion should not find 
the resulting foal placed in the "also-eligible” 
category for many of the Maryland Fund races 

The Maryland Horse 
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after he has raised that foal to racing age. 

He should, instead, be rewarded and en¬ 
couraged for his efforts. He is attempting to 
improve and up-grade his stock by paying a big 
stud fee. Should he be penalized for this effort? 

Everyone agrees that Maryland Fund races 
would be easier to win for the old, veteran 
Maryland breeders if restrictions were placed 
against out-of-State stallions, but is this the 
purpose of the program? 

The decision of Alfred G. Vanderbilt to pro¬ 
duce 90 per cent Maryland-breds is heartening 
news to the directors of the M.H.B.A. But, 
at the same time, it is distressing news for those 
who want easier competition in Maryland-bred 
races. 

Mrs. Richard C. duPont, Christiana Stables, 
H. O. H. Frelinghuysen, Mrs. George P. Odom 
and several other major breeders have shifted 
their emphasis to Maryland because of the 
Fund program. 

Were the Manfuso opinion to prevail these 
breeders would soon lose interest in Maryland 
breeding, even though most of them stand 
stallions in Maryland. 

They want the freedom to pick the best avail¬ 
able stallion, irrespective of the State in which 
he stands. And, after producing Maryland breds 
by out-of-State stallions, they don’t want to 
find them discriminated against in a great 
number of Maryland Fund races. 

The Manfuso opinion is easy to understand 
just as is the prevailing sentiment of the 
M.H.B.A.’s board of directors. There is some 
right on both sides of the argument. The solu¬ 
tion is less easy to agree upon. 
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The Pros & Cons 

Those breeders wishing more closed 
races for Maryland stallions or more 
races with a preference for the progeny 
of Maryland stallions make these points: 

1. Stallions standing in Maryland de¬ 
serve a reasonable chance at having their 
offspring compete in races more fre¬ 
quently than the offspring of out-of-State 
stallions. 

2. The offspring of Maryland stallions 
are more truly Maryland-breds than are 
the sons and daughters of stallions stand¬ 
ing in other States. 

3. Marylanders who stand stallions in 
this State should be encouraged to bring 
in more and better stallions. This will 
be accomplished only if the incentive is 
sufficient. More ^closed” races or races 
with a ’’preference” will supply this in¬ 
centive. 

4. The owners of broodmares will be 
more likely to breed to a Maryland stal¬ 
lion if there are more races favoring the 
offspring of Maryland stallions. 

Those who oppose the creation of 
more Maryland-sired races make these 
points: 

1. The intent of the Maryland Fund 
program was the development of a bet¬ 
ter Thoroughbred product in Maryland. 
This cannot be accomplished if the best 
available blood (stallions standing in 
Kentucky and Virginia) is to be written 
out of the program. 

2. A breeder who goes to the trouble 
and expense of sending his mare out-of- 
State to be bred and then brings her 
home to foal (thereby producing a Mary¬ 
land-bred) should not be penalized for 
this effort to up-grade his stock. 

3. Stallion bonuses paid to the owners 
of stallions standing in Maryland are an 
incentive to bring stallions to Maryland. 
This bonus is not intended to be a major 
source of income, merely a supplement 
to regular income. 

4. Closed races or ones with a prefer¬ 
ence tend to encourage mediocrity. If a 
stallion needs such proteaion, he is not 
worth standing. 
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Sagamore's Grass Is Examined 


U. of Md. Plans Horse Pasture 
Research Project 


T he development and cultivation of horse 
pastures has become a matter of major im¬ 
portance to agronomy specialists at the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland. 

Accepting an invitation last month from 
Sagamore Farm’s manager, Harold H. Fergu¬ 
son, six University of Maryland agronomy, 
animal and forage specialists visited Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt’s farm to see v^hat could be learned 
about the proper management of horse 
pastures. 

Those in the group were: Dr. James Miller, 
head of the university’s Agronomy Depart¬ 
ment; Dr. J. E. Foster, head of the Animal Sci¬ 
ence Department; Dr. Neri Clark, associate 
professor in charge of forage crop research in 
the Agronomy Department; Dr. E. C. Leffel, a 
specialist in nutritional work in the Depart¬ 
ment of Animal Science; Dr. W. J. Moline, a 
forage extension specialist, and Laird Logue, an 
extension agent in Agricultural Science. 

After spending an hour and a half walking 
the fields at Sagamore, Dr. Miller requested that 
he and his associates have the opportunity to 
talk with the Maryland Horse Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation’s general membership about ways to 
improve horse pastures in Maryland. 

A meeting was immediately set up for July 
13 at Timonium. (For details on this meeting, 
see box on opposite page.) 

No specific conclusions were announced by 
the agronomists following their tour of Saga¬ 
more. Their hike across the fields was made so 
that they could examine the different grasses 
and determine which types are the most popu¬ 
lar with Thoroughbreds. 

Accompanying the grass specialists on their 
walk were Mr. Ferguson, Nick Larkin and the 
editor of THE MARYLAND HORSE. 

Mr. Larkin, the farm’s superintendent, had 
come to Sagamore when it was being built by 
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Capt. Isaac Emerson in 1925. He has been 
there ever since. 

Mr. Larkin’s first stop on the tour was in a 
field which abounded with an odd type of le¬ 
gume. Before the automobile in which he was 
riding had come to a stop. Dr. Miller said: 
"By gosh, that’s Crown Vetch!” 

Crown Vetch, it developed, is a legume 
which has only recently come into use in this 
country. Mr. Larkin replied that it has been at 
Sagamore for more than 40 years. 

"It has good nutritional value,” said Dr. 
Miller. 

"Cows like it better than horses,” replied Mr. 
Larkin. "Horses like Bluegrass better. They 
don’t go too strong for this saiff.” 

"How did you happen to get Crown Verch 
here at Sagamore?” asked Dr. Miller. 

"Oh,” replied Nick, "about 45 or 50 years 
ago a lady named Mrs. Griffin, I think, planted 
it along the road. The seed just blew in on our 
field. I think she brought it from France or 
England.” 

"It originated in North Africa,” said one of 
the agronomists. 

The tour went pretty much like that for the 
remainder of the hour and a half. The spe¬ 
cialists examined, asked questions and listened 
as Nick Larkin answered by delving back into 
little events which have affected Sagamore’s 
pasture land during the last 40 years. 

The agronomists made their last stop at one 
of the broodmare barns where they examined 
the feed. 

Mr. Ferguson showed the men the three basic 
items making up the horses’ daily menu. They 
were Clusman’s yearling feed, Canadian oats 
and Stamm. 

"To that mixture,” said the farm manager, 
"we add a tablespoon of bone meal and Clovite.” 

When shown a full mixture of all the feeds. 
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Mr. Logue commented that it looked good 
enough to eat. 

Ferguson immediately suggested that we eat 
steak instead at the nearby Forest Inn. 

During the meal Dr. Clark gave to Mr. Fer¬ 
guson a report on the analysis of Bluegrass 
taken several weeks previously from Sagamore 
Farm. 

The analysis of the grass showed that it had 
.0047% Nitrate Nitrogen, .355% Phosphorus, 
2.59% Potassium and .513% Calcium. 

Qualifying his opinion of this analysis with 
the statement that his knowledge was gained 
primarily from cow pasture requirements. Dr. 
Clark said that it seemed to be an ideal per¬ 
centage breakdown and that he could suggest 
no improvements. 

'Tm not too old to learn,” said Nick, ’and 
I think you fellows are the ones to teach me. 
But I was certain our Bluegrass was good. I 
told Fergie wed get a good report on it. 

”I keep after that grass all the time. Keep it 
clipped, rain or drought. Like to have it about 
three inches high. I know the shorter the grass 
is, the better horses like it. It s sweet and tender 
when it’s short. They don’t want that tall, long 
stuff.” 

The agronomists listened to Mr. Larkin with 
interest. They were getting first-hand the in¬ 
formation they need on the likes and dislikes 
of horses. 

It was here at lunch that theory confronted 
experience. 

Jersey Fund 

Specifically citing the Maryland Fund pro¬ 
gram as a threat to the welfare of the New 
Jersey breeding industry, that State’s Legisla¬ 
ture last month passed a $120,000 appropria¬ 
tion for horse breeders. 

The bill will become law when signed by 
New Jersey’s governor, Richard J. Hughes. The 
program, which will become effective July 1, 
will be administered by New Jersey’s Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. 

Philip Alampi, secretary of the Department 
of Agriculture, states that the purpose of the 
program is to protect the State’s racing revenue 
by assuring a long-range supply of suitable race 
horses to meet the future needs of New Jersey’s 
tracks. 

It is expected that the money will be paid to 
New Jersey breeders in the form of bonuses, 
much the same as is already done in Maryland. 
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An Important Meeting 

Concerned by the lack of research 
which had been undertaken on grasses 
for horse production, the University of 
Maryland is now prepared to begin major 
investigation into that field. 

Because the university has relatively 
little first-hand experience with the prob¬ 
lems encountered by horse breeders. Dr. 
James Miller, who heads the university’s 
Agronomy Department, has requested 
that he and his associates meet with 
Maryland’s horse breeders for a round 
table discussion.. 

The meeting will be held in the Ad¬ 
ministration Building at the Timonium 
race track on Tuesday, July 13, at 2 P. M. 
The meeting is scheduled to last two 
hours. 

All breeders interested in improving 
their pastures are invited to attend. 

The cooperation of breeders in sup¬ 
porting this University of Maryland pro¬ 
gram is extremely important. The officers 
and directors of the M.H.B.A. urge all 
serious horse breeders to make this meet¬ 
ing a ’’must.” 


Stallion bonuses as well as breeder bonuses are 
being considered. 

Ronald C. Weyer, head of the Department 
of Agriculture’s horse and pony promotion, 
stated that ’’the total program in Maryland is 
close to $1,000,000 of which the breeders’ por¬ 
tion is $500,000. Maryland has enjoyed an in¬ 
crease of about 11 per cent in racing revenue, 
largely attributable to the breeders’ incentive 
program.” 

Weyer explained that there are other benefits 
to the program beyond the upgrading of the 
State’s breeding industry so as to meet the 
State’s racing needs. 

He said Maryland-bred yearlings have 
brought new highs at recent public sales, and 
that the demand for farm real estate in Mary¬ 
land also has shown a dramatic increase. 

He said the New Jersey program is designed 
to offset the loss of breeding farms to other 
States, notably Maryland. 
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Letter to the Editor 


I N a hands-across-the-border gesture which 
I hope will add a bit more warmth to our 
already fine Good Neighbor policy, I offer the 
following few paragraphs about my mother s 
horse Jay Trump. I hope this will prove as 
interesting reading to Jay Trump’s many fans 
as was the April issue of The Maryland 
Horse —not only to Marylanders and Virgin¬ 
ians, but to horse lovers all over our world. 

Going back several years, to the time Mr. 
Samuel M. Pistorio sold those great Maryland 
favorites Brazen Brat, Singing Beauty, and 
Roman Matron (dam of Princess Lygia and 
Tucany), it seems amazingly coincidental that 
they should have preceded Jay Trump down 
here to Warren ton, Virginia. Singing Beauty 
(bred in Maryland by Mrs. Pistorio) is still 
here at my Kilmaurs Farm, happily producing 
beautiful babies. Right now she has a nice- 
looking Hillsdale foal at her side. 

Brazen Brat and Roman Matron are now 
with Jay Trump in Paris. They have been 
in France for the past several years, and, as 
you know. Jay Trump will race in the Grand 
Prix de Paris at Auteuil on June 20th. (In¬ 
cidentally, Roman Matron produced two other 
fine offspring—Roman Rhonda and Triple R., 
both full sisters to Tuscany. Both mares came 
from Mr. Pistorio’s farm and both are dams 
of outstanding horses. Roman Rhonda is the 
dam of the excellent 2-year-old Inyala, and 
Triple R. is the dam of Bronze Babu. Both 
Inyala and Bronze Babu are by *My Babu.) 

Jay Trump, who was foaled on Mr. Pistorio’s 
farm, came to us by private purchase from 
Charles Town. At the time Jay Trump was 
at Charles Town (before we ever heard of 
him). Tommy Smith would come over to 
Kilmaurs Farm in his spare time and help me 
in breaking yearlings. 

Our families had been on friendly terms 
for almost 40 years. 

Back in the early 1920’s, in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
Tommy Smith’s mother and my mother were 
on the same polo team, and Tommy’s mother 
was one of my mother’s very best friends. Then, 
some years later, my mother came to Warrenton 
for a Virginia Gold Cup race, saw Tommy’s 
mother for the first time in years, and between 
all of us we drummed up my mother’s interest 
in timber racing to the extent that we leased 
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a horse named Harkimell to run in the Gold 
Cup. Alas, Harkimell didn’t do so well. But 
this whetted my mother’s interest, and, un¬ 
daunted, she decided to try to find a timber 
horse of her own. So she asked Tommy at that 
time if he would help find her a real good 
timber horse. To the everlasting glory of all 
Americans, he said ’yes.” 

Tommy went up to Charles Town and spent 
a month living in a motel across from the 
track. Every morning he went over to the 
race track to see what he could find. My 
mother told him her one requisite was that she 
wanted a sound horse. 

After a month of looking at bad-legged 
horses, Tommy almost despaired. He was just 
about to give up, when he finally ran across 
a horse he couldn’t seem to forget. The horse 
was nothing special to look at, and he had one 
outstandingly bad feature—a big scar across 
his knee. But, to Tommy, there just seemed 
to be something about that horse! 

Tommy asked me if his pedigree was all 
right, and I said it was just so-so. Tommy now 
was in a quandary. He was not sure whether 
the horse was sound, his pedigree was not 
enough to be a deciding factor, and if it 
weren’t for that will-o-the-wisp, indefinable 
feeling, he might have come home empty- 
handed and tried again another time. 

But, being practical as well as a rainbow- 
chaser like the rest of us horse lovers. Tommy 
had Dr. Irvin W. Frock, from Glyndon, Mary¬ 
land, look at this horse, and Dr. Frock said the 
knee would never bother him. 

So, Tommy bought Jay Trump on behalf 
of my mother and brought him on down to 
Kilmaurs (now the home of * Amerigo, Crafty 
Skipper, and ^Dominate II), where Jay Trump 
was first let down and gelded. He was then 
broken to jump—first in my schooling ring 
and then out over the countryside. When he 
was jumping the post-and-rails and chicken 
c(x>ps throughout the countryside here satifac- 
torily, he was sent to Bobby Fenwick’s in 
Maryland for further schooling. You know the 
rest of the Jay Trump story. . . .

Haight Reveals His Formula: 


For An 'Instant' Column, 
Telephone Peter Vischer

A S a usual thing, I seldom dial Owner- 
Breeder Peter Vischer at his ’'Habre de 
Venture” spread near Port Tobacco, Md., unless 
I’m in dire need of an instant column—such 
as when a fishing trip is arranged a few hours 
before deadline. 

When I called the other night, the weather 
was such that anybody with the slightest go- 
fishing thought should have had his head exam¬ 
ined with an ice-pick. 

But I did get my Port Tobacco line—and not 
because I wanted to chew the plug about a 
plug, if you know what I mean. 

What I sought was some equine informa¬ 
tion which, in his fashion, Vischer has plenty 
of, particularly if it concerns his modest turf 
operation. 

A few hours before I had watched a 2-year- 
old colt named S. S. Bounty put a part in the 
middle of Laurel’s watery course as he splashed 
to victory in his first start on any track—and 
he did so in the Vischer colors. 

S. S. Bounty got his nautical name because 
he is a half-brother to a tough, little horse 
named Captain Bligh who earned more than 
$25,000 in this area, mostly in dimes and 
nickels at the half-milers. 

Both were bred by Vischer and were aptly 
tagged, considering they are from the mare 
Salt Tears, who received her moniker from her 
dam. Navy Relief. 

Vischer particularly is proud of the S. S. 
Bounty and Captain Bligh tags because it was 
just about mutiny year that an American patriot 
named Thomas Stone, a Maryland signer of the 
Declaration of Independence completed the 
handsome Georgian house, now the Vischer 
home. 

Of course, the Marylander has a horse named 
Tom Stone, winner of two stakes last year. 
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Salt Tears, like many other excellent brood¬ 
mares, never raced due to an accident. She al¬ 
most sliced off a foot on an aluminum gate and 
was saved for breeding because there were both 
speed and stamina in her background, including 
a Maryland Hunt Cup winner with the non- 
nautical name of Third Army. 

As if pleased with the decision, Salt Tears 
has proven one of the best of horsedom’s 
mothers—and she’s still producing. 

So far, of her progeny old enough to race, 
all have been winners—Captain Bligh, by Brit¬ 
ish Buddy; Katzenjammer, by Double Brandy; 
Gertrude Q., by Martins Rullah; Favorite, by 
Call Over; and now S. S. Bounty, by Saggy, the 
Maryland sire of Carry Back fame. 

Salt Tears has a yearling son by Martins 
Rullah and his name has the Vischer touch. It 
is John Bearfoot who, the Marylander tells me, 
was awarded the original patent at ”Habre de 
Venture.” 

To get up to date with Salt Tears, who has to 
be something akin to a ”horse factory,” as the 
Russian call a breeding farm, the mare has 
dropped a War Tune foal and has been bred 
back to Thinking Cap in whom Vischer re¬ 
cently purchased a share. 

Getting back to Captain Bligh, the horse 
must have been made of hickory just like the 
naval person for whom he was named. 

As a 1959 yearling, he severely injured him¬ 
self by jumping a post-and-rail fence—breaking 
it in the bargain—because he sought company 
in the adjacent paddock. 

The colt, like his dam, faced a man’s decision. 
Would he race? 

Finally shipshape, he was placed in training 
and race he did—a winner 17 times, including 
one victory last year.

Words: 'You May Be Excused Now'

u mt into the Thoroughbred breeding business in partnership wtth hts son-m-law, Thomas K. 
Blunt, in 1962 with the purchase of an in-foal mare. The mare promptly slipped twins. The two 
yearling Mies about which he writes in the following article are the first living offspring pro¬ 
duced by the two mares which make up the Burroughs-Blunt breeding enterprise. 


As there is not much you can do with a 
baby horse except feed it, groom it, anoint 
its wounds, treat its coughs, worm it, drag it 
out from under gates and pick off the botfly 
eggs, the eager breeder constantly is casting 
about for uses to which he can put his young 
stock. 

That old spoil sport. The Jockey Club, 
already has taken much of the fun out of the 
operation, by rejecting a name, simply because 
it had dirty connotations. 

A market breeder, new in the game, can 
gain valuable experience by exhibiting his year¬ 
lings in a show. It helps prepare him for the 
shock that is coming when he sends them to 
the sales. 

The experience gained is valuable to the 
breeder and to the young Thoroughbreds. 
They are quick to find the edges in the van 
on which they can rip their satin hides and 
the low eaves that put gashes in their heads. 

Preparing for a show is like buying a sweep- 
stakes ticket. You know you don’t have much 
chance—but, boy, what dreams! 

First prize in each division is worth $300, 
and best in show will bring $200 more. Fifth 
money will almost pay for the vanning. 

How can you lose? There can’t be five year¬ 
lings in the world lovelier than Unparalleled 
Princess and Incomparable Pulchritude (also 
names that the J. C. won’t accept, on the thin 
excuse that there are too many letters). 

With confidence and enthusiasm, the breeder 
and his assistants, associates and relatives begin 


to rub, polish and pluck. 

Periodically, inspections are held, and it is 
agreed that if the judges are reasonably honest 
and know their stuff, they will be able to look 
past the cow hocks and turned-out front feet 
and recognize intrinsic racing class. 

With the victory, there will be a modest 
celebration, of course, but the $500 will be 
kept intact and put toward a service to First 
Landing. You must keep trying to improve.

During the weeks of getting ready, the an¬ 
imals have fun, too. They hold conferences in 
a corner of the pasture. You can almost see 
their sharp, little minds working. 

“Let’s run up to the other end and see if 
we can stuff our legs under the fence,” they’ll 
plan, and away they go, happy and proud for 
having thought up such a brilliant idea. 

The cuts are “only superficial,” the vet says, 
and adds that there is every possibility that 
the hair will grow out again. The racing value 
of the animal will not be impaired. That’s 
nice. 

As the time for the show approaches, the 
advice of experts is sought, and efforts are 
made to follow all suggestions. This is difficult, 
as not all of the authorities suggest the same 
things. 

The little beauty queens are fed vitamins to 
put them in the full bloom of health, and oils 
to make the dead hair fall out. Actually, the 
dead hair never does FALL out; it must be 
wrenched from the body, and calls for as¬ 
siduous applications of elbow grease. 

Because he has dozens of other stops on 
his list, the van man arrives at 6:30 a.m. on 
the day of the show. 

He likes to get an early start, he says, as 
some of the exhibitors may have trouble get¬ 
ting their pets into the vehicle. 

At once, you find that the man’s propensity 
for prediction is uncanny. Creatures that have 
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spent their brief lives brashly trying to poke 
their noses into places they shouldn’t, suddenly 
become coy. 

Patience, gentle coaxing and a swift belt 
on the backside get the job done; and the 
first step is taken toward the prize money. 

Now that the fillies know what is expected 
of them, the unloading should be easier. (The 
horse is an intelligent animal, man’s best friend, 
and ever is eager to serve his master faithfully.) 

If the fillies have learned what is expected 
of them, they cunningly conceal the fact. Any¬ 
one watching the unloading, and not knowing 
better, would conclude that they haven’t learned 
anything. 

A wounded chest, a scalped forehead and 
a crack on the hind end later, they are in their 
stalls at the fair grounds—with only 6V^ hours 
to kill until post time. 

The cuts are examined and found to be 
“only superficial.” The hair probably will grow 
out again, and the racing value of the animals 
is in no way impaired. 

Other proud, but inexperienced, breeders 
begin to drift in with their van-loads of prob¬ 
lems. They glance at your property, say, “Nice 
looking,” and try not to sneer. 

The hours drag on. The judges show up, 
loaded with integrity. Also, they are experi¬ 
enced with racing stock—just the kind who

can see |>ast the unimportant faults and recog¬ 
nize the qualities that make horses successful 
on the course. 

The first class is called—entirely unimpor¬ 
tant, as your beautiful young horses are entered 
in Classes 3 and 4. 

The judges examine every entrant from poll 
to hoof, and waste an hour and a half making 
sure that no point of excellence is missed. 

The earnest integrity of the examiners is 
obvious—but tiring. 

Class 2 is given the same thorough, com¬ 
petent and wearying treatment. 

Before the third class is dragged into the 
ring, the stewards check their watches and re¬ 
mind the judges that this thing could go on 
until midnight, and that its all right to be 
meticulous, but let’s not get silly about it. 

The judges are relieved, and begin to ’ex¬ 
pedite” just as you lead Unparalleled Princess 
(in a class of 40) into the ring. 

The associate judge says, ’’Get out.” 


You look around for ”No Trespassing” signs, 
do not see any and think maybe you didn’t 
hear aright. You did, though. 

”You are excused,” the judge says, and you 
didn’t even hiccough. 

You look sheepishly toward your cheering 
squad, and retire blushing and in confusion. 

A bit of patience, some gentle coaxing and 
a slap on her rear and the filly is back in her 
stall. 

You’ll get even in the last, you think, as 
there is no slicker, quicker filly on the grounds 
and none with more intrinsic (though not ap¬ 
parent) racing class than Incomparable Pul¬ 
chritude. 

Old Cerberus is at the gate, though, barking 
as soon as he sees you. 

Suddenly, you realize that the judges hate 
you—that they formed a capricous dislike for 
you at first glance, and are taking this means of 
venting their spleen (as the saying goes).

You stifle your resentment, nod affably to 
the judges, and exit, making every effort to 
look like a man who has been wronged, but 
is a sportsman to the core and will not com¬ 
plain. It is not an easy job of acting. 

The notion strikes you that it would be a 
nifty idea to sneak over and let the air out 
of the judges* tires, but you stifle it—partly 
because you have to be patient, coax gently 
and flail the filly’s fundament to get her back 
into the stall. 

It’s all over but the vanning home. As you 
got there first, it is natural that the van man 
should decide that you should be the last to 
leave. He has a load to take to Cockeysville, 
with only one stop-off—at Chesapeake City— 
and will be right back to take your horses home. 

The next morning, after you are rested and 
sobered up, you decide that the show was a 
wonderful experience—beneficial both to you 
and the horses. When it’s time to send them 
to the sales, they’ll know what’s expected of 
them. 

You vow, also, that you’ll go through it 
all over again with your next crop. 

The only thing, you hope they’ll get some 
judges who can recognize intrinsic (though 
not apparent) racing class, instead of a couple 
of guys who are blinded by quality, conforma¬ 
tion and condition.

They annually compete on the Preakness 
Day program in a special ‘ladies race,’ 
which, for publicity purposes is known as 
the Powder Puff Preakness. 

What Mr. Boniface discovered two weeks 
after the race was run was that two of the 
horses in the race ran under fictitious 
names. 

Since there was no betting on the race, 
none of the normal identification precau¬ 
tions had been taken. 

The ladies had been on their honor, so to 
speak. 

The winner ran under the name of Gen. 
Douglass. His name was actually ‘Demon 
Doug.’ 

A portion of Mr. Boniface’s article, pub¬ 
lished in T/?e Evening Sun, follows: 


Stanton, Del., June 1—A betting coup, which ran 
into thousands of dollars in winning wagers for the 
participants, was accomplished here at Delaware Park 
on Saturday when Demon Doug won the sixth race 
at across-the-board prices of 137.20 to win, $13.80 
to place and $8.20 to show. 

According to the past performance charts, Demon 
Doug was making his first start in seven months 
and had not worked out since going three furlongs 
in .36 3/5 at Pimlico on May 14. 

Actually, Demon Doug had run as a ringer four¬ 
teen days previously in the Powder Puff Preakness, 
Pimlico’s annual Preakness Day girl-jockey race, and 
had won by twelve lengths under Arline Ditmore 
while going five furlongs in the excellent time of 
.59 2/5. 

"If he had run under his right name in the 
Powder Puff Preakness at Pimlico," said Joseph L. 
Denest, the horse’s trainer, "He would have been 
about 3-to-l when he won here on Saturday. 

"Not only did he run five furlongs in .59 2/5 
that day, but I had the girl work him out six fur¬ 
longs in 1.12 2/5 as I wanted to get a good con¬ 
ditioner under his belt. I knew he was ready then.

we bet on him and told a lot of people to bet on 
him on Saturday. You know everyone likes to win 
a bet.” 

’'Why didn’t you run the horse under his correa 
name in the Powder Puff Preakness?” Denest was 
asked. 

”I was going to,” he replied, "but just before 
entering the horse I found out another horse in the 
race was running under another name. Trainer Cal 
Bowling had entered a horse named Tetracyclone 
in the name of a horse I had never heard of, so I 
thought I might as well do the same and get a good 
race in my horse without showing him up. 

’’Before I did it, though, I checked it out with 
Chick Lang, who seemed to be in charge of the race, 
and he told me to go ahead as it was just an 
exhibition race with no betting and no purse. Mr. 
Pondfield (executive vice president of Pimlico), 
knew about it, too. 

"There’s another reason why I wanted to run the 
horse under the wrong name,” Denest volunteered. 
"At first I didn’t want the horse’s owner to know 
I was running him in a race with no purse and I 
wasn’t going to tell him about it. But after the horse 
won I told him anyway and gave him the trophy.” 

When asked if the owner bet on Demon on 
Saturday, Denest said "Yes, he did and now he’s 
glad we ran him the way we did at Pimlico.” 

The breeding listed on the program as "General 
Staff-Miss Douglas” was phony, too. Denest was 
reminded. 

"I don’t know where that breeding came from, 
but I guess it was put on in the racing secretai^’s 
office. All the Pimlico officials knew what was going 
on.” 

Gen. Douglass’ rider, Arline Ditmore, it should 
be brought out, is the regular exercise girl for Hail 
To All, which finished third in the Preakness under 
the silks of Mrs. Ben Cohen, wife of the secretary- 
treasurer of Pimlico Race Course. 

Joseph F. Flanagan, Pimlico steward representing 
the Maryland Racing Commission who also serves 
as a steward here at Delaware Park, said yesterday 
that he knew nothing of the two horses running 
under fiaitious names and he is sure the other two 
stewards, Fred Colwill and Melvin Mackin, also 
were unaware of the situation. 

"I plan to make a report of the incident to the 
racing commission and let them^ give an opinion on 
it,” Flanagan said. 


'No More Powder Puffs' 

Embarrassed but not overwhelmed by the 
unexpected developments in Pimlico's 
Ladies Race, Commission Chairman R. 
Bruce Livie has ruled out future runnings 
of the event. 

Mr. Livie declined to take official action on 
the apparent wrong-doing, except to say 
that he favors a discontinuance of the race. 
The reaction of Pimlico's executive direc¬ 
tor, Louis Pondfield, was that too much 
fuss was being made over an unimportant 
exhibition. 

Mr. Pondfield said the race was only a 
promotional gimmick designed to lure the 
large Preakness crowd to Pimlico a little 
earlier than usual.

Chaos was himself a winner at the race 
tracks and was the sire of such winners as 
Primordial, Evening Song, Kinder, Miss Vine- 
land, Eppa Jeppa, Hot Flame, Irish Music, 
Poems, Witches Magic, Karen Queen and Fera 
Femina. 

In addition to his proven ability as a sire of 
race track winners. Chaos was equally well 
known as the sire of exceptionally well con¬ 
formed horses who won frequently in the show 
ring. One of his grandsons (a colt out of 
Primordial) was grand champion of this years 
M.H.B.A. yearling show. 
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Entry fees from the Gittings Horsemanship 
Class held at the Nanticoke Horse Show last 
month in Seaford, Delaware, were donated to 
the United States Equestrian Team by the pres¬ 
ident of the Nanticoke Hospital Auxiliary, 
sponsors of the show. 

Lana duPont, a member of the 1964 Olympic 
3-Day Team, was on hand to pin the winner, 
Martha Mechling, and to receive the $63 check 
from Mrs. Henry Dorzbach. There were 21 
contestants which made the class interesting for 
the spectators but difficult for the judge. 

The donation was intended to emphasize the 
importance of the amateur in the horse show 
world. 

’’Unless these classes are promoted and pub¬ 
licity given to the fact that the amateur rider 
plays a most important part in our relations 
with the other nations of the world, we may 
soon find ourselves with few experienced riders 
to fill the berths on our international teams,” 
said Mrs. Dorzbach.

CHAPTER VI 
INFLUENCES 


ORGANIZATIONS, The organization which 
did more to foster early Maryland horseracing 
than any other group was the Jockey Club. 
Usually the last word in racing organization 
and administration, the jockey clubs were spe¬ 
cifically responsible for allotting dates for meet¬ 
ings, soliciting subscriptions for purses, ap¬ 
pointing course officials and making up the 
general racing rules. 

Many such groups existed; but the earliest 
formed and most important was the ‘Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club.” It is said to have been 
organized sometime between 1745 and 1747; 
but the exact date is still in question. 

The club members would meet in early 
spring to plan the fall races. Usually dinner 
was served in the afternoon and the meeting 
took place in the evening at a local tavern in 
Annapolis. 

The Jockey Club’s role in society has already 
been discussed; but its intermittent existence 
right up to the present time can hardly be 
over-emphasized as an important influence on 
Maryland racing. 

During the Revolutionary War the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club was disbanded; but John 
Hervey credits its re-organization on March 1, 
1783 (six months before the peace treaty) 
with being the first organized effort at restora¬ 
tion of the sport. 

The Maryland Jockey Club found itself shar¬ 
ing the spotlight with other groups in 1830. 
The Baltimore Jockey Club was formed on the 
assumption that its meetings would gross $75,- 
000 a year for Baltimore merchants. The races 
were held after the Virginia and New York 
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races were over, to insure a minimum of con¬ 
flict. The course cost $8,000 to build and was 
run by two Virginians. In 1830 the “Frederick- 
town Association” and the "Hagerstown As¬ 
sociation Club” held fall meetings. Many of 
the Maryland tracks in existence today can 
trace their roots to clubs like these. 

Often times each course had its own club, 
as was the case with the Canton Course in 
Baltimore. 

It must be realized before studying this 
siaiation further that some Maryland horsemen 
were members of several jockey clubs, includ¬ 
ing some in other states. The clubs usually were 
not in competition with each other and the 
Baltimore Sun often carried advertisements for 
out-of-state races. 

In August of 1823 a group of men got 
together and formed the "Maryland Associa¬ 
tion for the Improvement of the Breed of 
Horses.” This organization did not have an 
immediate effect on the sport of horseracing; 
but its long term effect might have been im¬ 
portant. Of the two types of clubs, the jockey 
clubs were far more influential in early Mary¬ 
land horseracing. 

BETTING. The date of the first bet on a 
horserace is as unknown as the date of the first 
race. The question might be asked: Did horse¬ 
racing provide the motive for betting or did 
betting provide the motive for horseracing? 
The fact that material prizes were run for 
superseded the question of gambling. In prac¬ 
tice, the early Maryland races were nothing 
more than the owners betting on the results 
of a two-horse race. 
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As far back as written records go, gambling 
has taken place at the Maryland races. If the 
reader will recall the 1672 court cases described 
in an earlier chapter, he will remember that 
the issues involved were gambling debts due 
to horseracing losses. 

Eighteenth-century letters describing the 
races at Annapolis, Marlborough and Chester- 
town tell of ’’fine old Virginia gentlemen” 
driving up in coaches and betting their Negro 
slaves on the results. 

Odds were usually stated and then the gam¬ 
bling was done through auction pools. A variety 
of bets could be made. For instance, at the 
Prince Georges G>unty spring meeting in 1768 
the possible bets were as follows: Selim was 
three-to-one favorite to win. Figure was five- 
to-one against the field, the odds were five-to- 
four that Merryman would be distanced in the 
heats and even money that Buckskin would be 
distanced in the first heat. 

Another marked difference with modern 
horse-betting was the changing of odds after 
each heat. 

The differences in method are not as im¬ 
portant in the evolution of horseracing as the 
existence of gambling itself. The most devout 
horsemen today would find it difficult to refuse 
the role of gambling in horseracings popu¬ 
larity. Though its relative im^rtance in early 
racing might be argued, betting has made it 
possible for the spectator to participate and 
remains an inseparable part of the sport. 

RELIGION. Some religions have, from the 
earliest time, taken a dim view of horseracing. 
It is fortunate for Maryland ’’lovers of the turf 
that these groups were in the minority in 
colonial Maryland as well as in later years. 
Nothing could better exhibit the amity that 
prevailed than a resolution passed by a local 
vestry in 1727 to ’’meet... at the race-ground. 

Intermittent legislation, passed in 1747 and 
appearing as late as 1762, disallowed racing 
within five miles of the yearly Quaker meetings 
on penalty of five shilling ($1) fine. This had 
little effect on the sport, since the meetings 
were annual and concentrated in one area. The 
usual meeting house was on West River, in 
Anne Arundel County. 

The stands that were taken by religious 
leaders usually condemned the betting aspects 
of racing rather than the sport itself. The 
minutes of the Fifth Prebysterian Church in 
Baltimore from 1833 to 1858 abound with 
cases where church members are punished for 
betting on the races. 
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Religious pressures in provinces such as 
Pennsylvania and New York did more to help 
Maryland horseracing than hinder it. Those 
who were barred from running races in their 
own colonies quickly became avid spectators 
and participants at the Maryland races. The 
same can said of today’s influx of out-of¬ 
staters. 

LEGISLATURE. Legislation has been men¬ 
tioned as it pertained to each of the covered 
areas; but the extent of change brought on by 
each law remains questionable. From the time 
of the seventeenth-century non-importation acts, 
Maryland lawmakers have either directly or in¬ 
directly affected local horseracing. It was an 
order, signed by the mayor, recorder, alderman 
and common councilman, which provided 
twelve silver spoons as prizes for the 1721 
Annapolis races. 

The early Baltimore fairs were made possible 
by ’’acts of assembly,” and were later discon¬ 
tinued by the ’’Committee of Observation.” 

The continuous bickering with England, both 
before and after the Revolutionary War, led to 
anti-commerce acts which hampered the im¬ 
portation of British stock. The Non-Importa¬ 
tion Act in 1770, an embargo forbidding all 
foreign trade in 1807 and the Non-Intercourse 
Act in 1809 all had adverse effects on 
Thoroughbred importation and consequently, 
Maryland horseracing. 

It was by Congressional recommendation that 
the Annapolis races were postponed indefinitely 
prior to the American Revolution. 

Baltimore law disallowed informal horse¬ 
racing ’’for any plate, prize, sums of money, or 
other thing of value . . .” within the city 
limits in 1807. In 1826 the law was reinacted 
and a five-hundred-dollar fine was stipulated 
as the penalty. The law was broadened in 1844 
to include the abolition of all racing, regardless 
of motive and placed a twenty-dollar fine on 
anyone caught riding at more than six-miles- 
per-hour. If an editorial can be used to infer 
public opinion, it would seem that these stat¬ 
utes were popular. An article appearing in an 
1848 issue of the Baltimore Sun entitled ’’The 
Broadway Race Course,” reprimanded the 
police for not enforcing the existing anti-race 
laws, and claimed the races were ’’annoying 
and dangerous to pedestrians.” 

Local and state laws like these constitute the 
bulk of the pertinent legislation. National laws 
concerning horseracing were, and still remain, 
non-existent. This accounts for early and 
modern local differences.

SUMMARY 

ORIGIN. The first Maryland horserace prob¬ 
ably went unrecorded; however records have 
been found concerning Maryland horseracing 
as early as 1672. The over-abundance of horses 
in Maryland set the scene for racing; but the 
non-importation acts stemming from this con¬ 
dition probably have had their adverse effects. 
Quarter-horse racing is the oldest form of 
Maryland racing. Though Quarter racing is still 
popular in parts of the country, Thoroughbred 
racing now dominates the Maryland turf as 
it has since the mid 1700’s. Samuel Ogle is 
credited with the first importation of Thorough¬ 
breds into Maryland in 1747, though the exact 
date of disembarkment still is in question. The 
two-mile race was by far the most frequently 
run; but the four-mile heats were considered 
to be the real test and were accorded the largest 
prizes and greatest spectator support. 

GENERAL TRENDS. Annapolis was un¬ 
questionably the center of Maryland racing be¬ 
fore the Revolution. Annapolis racing was re¬ 
sumed in 1782 and continued until 1820 but 
never regained its pre-War domination. Re¬ 
strictive legislation in New York and Penn¬ 
sylvania led to the appearance of Baltimore 
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in the national scene but its popularity was 
short-lived and the Civil War again abated the 
development of the sport. The French and 
Indian War and the War of 1812 also tempo- 
rariliy stopped racing. 

SOCIAL CONDITIONS. Early Maryland 
horseracing was run by the aristocracy and 
played the role of the social event of the year. 
Political leaders were breeders, subscribers and 
oftimes sponsors of the races. George Washing¬ 
ton himself attended the Annapolis races in 
1771, 1772 and 1773. The inevitable transition 
to commercialism was started by the post-war 
phenomenon of the abolishment of primogen- 
ture and there is evidence pointing to com¬ 
mercial motives in the nineteenth-century Balti¬ 
more meets. With the advent of commer¬ 
cialism came poor spectator behavior and con¬ 
trolled gambling. 

THE MARYLAND THOROUGHBRED. 
The superiority of the English Thoroughbred 
was evident from the start. Ogle’s importations 
started the trend toward Thoroughbred dom¬ 
ination of the Maryland turf. Some races were 
closed to the Thoroughbred and eventually 
weight was added to horses with as little 
as one-eighth English blood in them. Belair 
was the outstanding early Maryland stud-farm. 

OUTSTANDING HORSES. The outstand¬ 
ing horse of eighteenth-century Maryland was 
Selim. Other important horses of the time 
were Selima, Queen Mab, Spark, Othello, 
Nancy Bywell, Regulus, Hall’s Union, Morwick 
Ball, and Gabriel. The nineteenth-century 
boasted: Oscar, Post Boy, Lady Lightfoot, Her¬ 
maphrodite, Omega, Boston, Fashion and Lucy. 

INTERSTATE COMPETITION. With oc¬ 
casional lapses, interstate competition was keen 
in the Colonies. Maryland owners ran their 
horses from New York to Virginia and played 
host to many out-of-state entries. Most of the 
competing was done in ’’gentleman fashion” 
but occasional rifts are evident. 

PUBLICATIONS. Publications specifically 
dealing with early Maryland horseracing are 
non-existent. Some pertinent early publications 
include: The American Farmer, Peter Gottorn’s 
American Stud Book, John Stuart Skinner’s 
American Turf Register and Sporting Maga¬ 
zine, the General Stud Book, William T. 
Porter’s Spirit of the Times, Patrick Edgar’s 
American Race-Turf Register, Sportsman's 
Herald, and General Stud Book and, oddly 
enough, a general newspaper, the Maryland 
Gazette. 
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RULES AND CONDITIONS. Some early 
Maryland races were run as one part of local 
fairs. Rules, themselves, appear sporadically in 
advertisements from 1747 on. The races differ 
from todays inasmuch as they were usually 
run in three heats of from two to four miles 
and the weight requirements were different. 
The nineteenth-century rules were more con¬ 
cerned with controlling spectator behavior and 
betting than the rules of the previous century 
were. In 1762 the first claiming race was run. 
Colonial racing differed from English in that 
the British were more inclined to run ‘match 
races” on straight courses. Eighteenth-century 
entrance fees were usually an equivalent of one 
shilling ($.20) to each purse-pound ($4) and 
ranged from $1.50 to $20. Weight require¬ 
ments ranged from ninety-eight to 154 pounds 
and decreased with time. Weight was assigned 
for blood, age and size although occasionally 
combinations of these three methods were used. 
From evidence found in this study, the average 
purse in eighteenth-century Maryland was $116 
and ranged in value from sixteen to four 
hundred dollars. Purse values increased with 
time. 

ORGANIZATIONS. Jockey clubs were the 
most prevalent form of racing organizations 
with the "Maryland Jockey Club” being the 
earliest formed (1745-47) and most influencial. 
Other groups included: the "Baltimore Jockey 
Club,” the "Fredericktown Association,” the 
"Hagerstown Association Club” and "The 
Maryland Association for the Improvement of 
the Breed of Horses.” 

BETTING. Betting on horseraces is as old 
as the sport itself. Seventeenth-century traces 
indicate that betting took place at the early 
races. The effect of gambling on the sport of 
horseracing is immeasurable. 

RELIGION AND LEGISLATURE. Except 
for minor instances, religion and legislation 
had few adverse effects on Maryland racing. 
Such was not the case with some of the other 
colonies.

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SADDLEBAG REPORT

One of the things that is so interesting about 
writing this report, is that The Maryland 
Horse gives me free rein on content. 

Normally, what I most enjoy seeing and 
writing about has to do with the amateur 
horse sports in this State, and I fully intend 
to keep most of my efforts in that area, but 
one cannot really follow our amateur sports 
for very long without becoming more fully 
aware of the deep and intrinsic beauty of our 
State. 

In my time I have attended many activities, 
luncheons and banquets during which the 
beauties of this State have been fully praised, 
but frankly, I doubt if there will ever be one 
that will top a recent affair put on by Samuel 
Kirk and Son to celebrate their 150th year 
in business. 

I suppose that any business that has lasted 
one hundred and fifty years deserves to have 
a grand outing, but, honestly, insofar as pro¬ 
moting one’s business and one’s State at the 
same time, it will be a long time before the 
Kirk affair is topped. 

The entire day and a half celebration was 
centered around two of the State’s best prod¬ 
ucts—^gracious living and horses. It was a re¬ 
sounding success! All that I could think of 
from start to finish was: 'This is the way it 
should be done.” The whole thing was put on 
to celebrate Kirk’s century and a half of crafts¬ 
manship in the silver industry, but Kirk also 
succeeded in promoting Maryland’s food, fox 
hunting and racing. Editors, writers, and re¬ 
porters from leading magazines (Bride’s Mag¬ 
azine, Harper’s Bazaar, House and Garden, 
McCalls, Town & Country, just to name a few) 
came from out of State. 

There was a special train from New York. 
Cocktails were served at the historic Maryland 
Club, and, later, there was a dinner at the 
club which was pure "Free State.” The Mary¬ 
land Club always has a special way with food 
and drink, and this dinner menu included in 
part, Tom’s Cove Oysters, Bay Turtle soup. 
Breast of Eastern Shore Duckling, Kossuth 
cakes, and half a dozen more culinary delights. 
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Breakfast the next morning was in the 
Terrace room at the Sheraton-Belvedere. This 
was no ordinary breakfast, though. It was good 
old-fashioned Hunt Breakfast, and everyone 
who attended was more than delighted. To 
make the meal a more memorable one, beyond 
the excellent food, there was a mounted fox 
staring at everyone. Reynard was used as a 
setting for dozens of photographs taken of 
the guests after an informative discussion of 
Maryland’s foxhunting given by S. Kirk Mill- 
spaugh, using four of the Herring foxhunting 
prints. At this point a unique demonstration 
took place. After Mr. Millspaugh had explained 
each scene, "The Meet,” "Going to Covert,” 
"Full Cry,” and "The Kill,” a local Huntsman, 
"Bobby” Boblitz took to the English horn, and, 
with ringing voice, rocked the room with the 
sounds of the Hunt. 

It was without a doubt a stirring and unique 
demonstration. Most of the guests present had 
never seen or heard the sounds of the Hunt. 
Bobby, resplendent in "Pinks,” was a huge 
success.

If you haven’t seen a Joust, keep a check on 
this magazine’s Sporting Calendar, and see the 
next one for sure. The joust began as a military 
sport of the Middle Ages in Europe, in which 
combatants engaged one another with the ob¬ 
ject of exhibiting their courage and skill in the 
use of arms. 

A tournament was usually held at the in¬ 
vitation of a prince, who sent a herald through 
his own dominions and to foreign courts. The 
combatants hung up their armorial shields on 
the trees, tents, and pavilions around the arena 
for inspection, to show that they were worthy 
candidates for the honor of contending in the 
lists in respect of noble birth, military prowess, 
and untainted character. The combat took place 
on horseback, although the contestants who had 
been unseated frequently continued the battle 
on f(x>t. 

The usual arms were blunted lances or 
swords. The period when tournaments were 
most in vo^e comprised the 12th, 13th, and 
14th centuries, and the place where the most 
celebrated English tournaments were held was 
the tiltyard near St. James’, Smithfield, London.

Mrs Henry S. Clark’s New Windsor captured 
the $15,000-added Walden Stakes which was 
the only stakes event offered in the nine-race 

Maryland Fund program. , r . i 

Because the 2-year-old son of Nade faced on y 
four opponents and was an odds-on favorite 
in the five-furlong event, Pimlico ran the Wal¬ 
den as a non-betting exhibition. 

New Windsor performed exactly as the pub¬ 
lic had expected. He won by seven lengths from 
S. S. Bounty and was never asked to show top 
Speed. 


The second richest Maryland Fund race of 
the meeting was the $10,000 True Briton, an 
overnight handicap. This mile and a sixteenth 
turf event was won by John A. Manfuso s Air 
Spin, a 5-year-old son of Spin. 

Average mutuel handle for the Pimlico meet¬ 
ing was $940,309. The 1964 spring meeting 
had averaged only $818,609. 

From Pimlico’s total mutuel handle of $22,- 
567,411, the Maryland Fund program derived 
$76,729.20 (.34 per cent of the mutuel handle). 
Since the track had overspent by $2,916.69 in 
1964, a balance of $73,812.51 was available for 
this year’s spring meeting.

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Unexpected Comment Comes 
From America’s No. 1 Trainer 


Steeplechase Sport 
Thrills & Delights 
Buddy Jacobson 


B uddy JACOBSON has been the leading 
Thoroughbred trainer in America the last 
two years. He won more than 300 races on the 
flat and 14 over jumps—steeplechase racing. 

Yet despite this disparity in winners be¬ 
tween the two, Jacobson prefers the sport of 
steeplechase racing. And its not because he 
wants to be different or create a controversy. 

Jacobson is enamoured by the jump sport. 
“I love it,” he says. ‘T sincerely do. And I m 
not saying it for the benefit of the people 
in the sport. Jumping to me is a tremendous 
thrill. It overshadows the flat so much that 
maybe I don’t enjoy them as I should. It can 
be a cheap $3,500 jumper, but when I win a 
race with him, I walk around with my nose in 
the air. I’m proud as a peacock.” 

Jacobson labels the sport a "sleeping giant. 
"There is great potential there,” he said. 
"Do you know that 50 per cent of the 
favorites win? And I think when that happens, 
the public enjoys it better. Sure they’d rather 
bet on a longshot. But it’s nice to see horses 
run honest and truly.” 

More skill and ability is required by a 
steeplechase jockey in comparison to one who 
rides on the flat. "In those short sprint races, 
Jacobson said, "if a horse gets in trouble, he 
can’t recover quickly. It’s not so with the 
jumps.” 

The 34-year-old trainer claims there s more 
to steeplechase racing than just racing. 

"There is tremendous training and riding 
skill involved,” Jacobson said. In a flat race

the jockey is simply a passenger. In a jump race, 
the rider is riding the race.” 

Jacobson listed facts and figures and pointed 
to the record of Joe Aitcheson, leading steeple¬ 
chase jockey in America the last two years. 
"He is a remarkable athlete,” Jacobson said. 
"He had to learn the business 10 to 15 years 
before he even started. You can’t say that about 
flat riders. They can learn in a year or two. It 
has to mean there is not as much skill required 
as people think.” 

Jacobson is also awed by the ability of 
steeplechase trainers. 

"Many of our top trainers once trained 
steeplechase horses,” he said. "And when they 
get a horse ready for a race, he looks like a 
picture. They take a lot of pride in their horses 
and enjoy looking at them.” 

Jacobson says it’s unbelievable the pride 
jump people take in their horses. "You don’t 
find many people in the flat sport as devoted,” 
he said. "Why a jump owner or trainer will 
drive 40 miles just to look at a horse no matter 
what the price is. They are all-around horse¬ 
men. It’s not just an afternoon of betting when 
they go to the races.” 

The avant-garde trainer has two steeple¬ 
chase horses in training — Knightsboro and 
Sacred River. He claimed his first jumper, Sinn 
Feiner, five years ago for $4,500. "And what 
a grand old horse he was,” Jacobson recalled. 

Steeplechase horses age slowly. The pace 
is comparatively moderate and the distances 
run from a mile and a half to two and 
a half miles. At the Hunt meets the feature 
jump race over timber is four miles. 

"Jump horses can run until they’re 10 or 
15 years old,” Jacobson said. "It proves the 
sport is good for horses. After all, they were 
bred to run.” 

Ken Fields, former steeplechase jockey and 
now a trainer of flat and jump horses, says: 
"Jacobson is the best thing that ever happened 
to the sport. He has encouraged outsiders to 
buy horses and that’s what we need.” 

Jacobson purchased Sacred River for $20,- 
000 with the hope of developing him into a 
topflight jumper. "I’d like to see others do the 
same,” he said. "Not just buy a horse for $1,800 
and make a jumper out of him. A person 
should also buy some classy horses.” 

He will continue to claim jumpers if he 
notices a bargain. "I’d like to have more,” he 
said, "but I don’t have enough stalls.” (He has 
38 at Aqueduct). 

Jacobson also owns a 21-acre farm in Brook- 
ville but can’t train or school jumpers there

because of a town ordinance. ”If they allow 
me,” he said, ’Til buy more jumpers.” 

Jacobson, a man who sometimes draws the 
wrath of racetrack officials and horsemen for 
his forthright opinions, thought the victory by 
the Maryland-bred Jay Trump with an Ameri¬ 
can jockey. Tommy Smith, ’’was one of the 
finest feats in the racing business.” 

Jacobson is right. And if everybody felt like 
him, steeplechase racing would experience a 
renaissance. 

Jay Trump Runs 4th 

Mrs. Mary Stephenson’s Jay Trump began 
his French campaign early this month by finish¬ 
ing fourth at Auteuil in the $8,000 Prix Saint 
Sauveur Steeplechase. 

The great Maryland-bred jumper is being 
pointed for the French Grand National at 
Auteuil on June 20. 

Making his first start since winning Aintree’s 
Grand National, Jay Trump was beaten ten 
lengths in the Prix Saint Sauveur Steeplechase. 
He was ridden by Tommy Smith, the hero of 
the English Grand National. 
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Trainer Fred Winter said after the race 
that Jay Trump was running well in the Prix 
Saint Sauveur Steeplechase until he came to a 
rail ditch and fence obstacle. He hesitated an 
instant before jumping and could not regain 
the lost ground. 

The Prix Saint Sauveur was run at two miles, 
six and a half furlongs. The winner was Mile. 
Martin Bashi’s Fort Riley who scored by three- 
quarters of a length over the Le Mont Carmel. 
Armee was third. 

Fourteen horses started in the race. 


Pony Show Officials 

Officials have been named for the 21st An¬ 
nual Maryland Pony Show which will be held 
at the Timonium State Fair Grounds July 8 
through 11. 

Jack Piersol, head of the Show’s Executive 
Committee named five judges to handle this 
year’s affair and at the same time listed the 
stewards, managers, secretaries and ringmasters. 

The Maryland show is the largest pony and 
junior horse show held in the world and pro¬ 
ceeds from the four-day event will go to the 
Youth and Civic Activities of the Baltimore 
Junior Association of Commerce, Inc., which is 
sponsoring the Timonium show. 

Judges will be Lt. Col. Johnathan R. Burton, 
Ft. Rucker—Alabama; Mr. Farrell Vincent, 
Montreal—Canada; Mr. William G. Loeffler, 
Medford—New Jersey; Mrs. Edward Hennessy, 
Dunellen—New Jersey and Mrs. David Pearce, 
Monkton—Maryland. 

Show stewards will be Mr. John A. Bogar of 
Harrisburg—Pennsylvania and Mr. John A. 
Wagner, Jr. of Monkton, while Mr. Thomas 
Hoffecker of Monkon and Mrs. Lawrence Gor- 
rell of Bel Air will serve as Show Managers. 

Secretarial duties for the show will be han¬ 
dled by Mr. and Mrs. John D. Ammerman of 
Riverdale—Maryland. The ringmasters—all 
from Maryland—will consist of Mr. J. Warren 
Streaker of Woodbine, Mr. Wassie Ball of 
Monkton and Mr. Howard Vordemberge of 
Baltimore. 

Over $5,000 in cash prizes and trophies will 
be awarded during the 1965 show, which will 
feature 75 separate classes. 

Piersol revealed that last year’s Maryland 
Pony Show has been designated as a national 
Honor Show by the American Horse Shows 
Association, Inc. It is one of the few shows in 
the United States afforded the honor. 
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Pete Bostwick's New 
Assistant Is Veteran 
Rider Scotty Riles 

I T’S Scotty Riles, assistant trainer to Pete 
Bostwick now. 

Riles, riding since 1933, retired this season 
at the age of 47. "It wasn’t because of my age,” 
Riles said last month as he supervised the 
schooling of two jumpers at Belmont Park. It 
seemed everytime I had a fall, I broke some¬ 
thing. It always forced me to the sidelines.” 

Falls have been commonplace to Riles. In 
his jumping career he suffered nine broken 
collarbones, snapped a vertebra in his neck, 
broke his back twice, and also suffered injuries 
to his wrist, ankles and chest. "But they never 
operated on me” he said proudly. "I refused 
each time. I always told the doc, ’let it heal’.” 

Fellow riders look in awe at Riles "He walks 
like he’s held together by bailing wire,” said 
Bobby McDonald. "The guy is amazing. I wish 
him all the success in the world.” 

The last horse Riles rode was Nashandy for 
Bostwick last September and again he fell. He 
broke his right shoulder blade, and it was then 
he gave serious thought to retiring. 

Last month he saddled Nashandy for Bost¬ 
wick and the horse won with French jockey, 
Pierre Biger. 

Riles doesn’t regret his up and down racing 
career. "I enjoyed every bit of it,” he said. 
"I’d do it again if I had it to live over.” 

Riles, the father of three boys and born in 
Richmond, Va., won more than 200 steeple¬ 
chase races and many stakes, including the Tem¬ 
ple Gwathmey, New York Turf Writers Cup, 
Bushwick, Midsummer, Promise, Beverwyck, 
and Manly. 

Riles will never forget the time he rode a 
horse for a trainer "right to instructions.” 

"I was riding a horse with a lot of speed. 
Riles said. "The trainer said put the horse on 
the lead and try your darndest to win even if 
the horse dies on the lead.” 

Riles paused for a moment, took a long drag 
on a cigarette. 

"Well,” continued Riles, "I did try my darnd¬ 
est to win but the horse dropped dead going 
to the second jump.” 
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"I broke my shoulder in the fall, and lay hurt 
on the grass. The trainer rushed over to see 
how I was. He seemed alarmed: ’Scotty,* he 
said, ’you’re the only rider I ever got who rode 
to instructions’.” 

"That busted me up right then and there. 

I felt no pain in my shoulder. But I sure was 
sorry for the horse.” 

Then Riles recalled a horse named Cat Star, 
owned by Reginald Sinclair. "I fell eight times 
with her,” he said. "She just didn’t respect 
jumps. I got hurt everytime I rode her.” 

Finally Riles refused to ride Cat Star. The 
next time Cat Star was entered she was part of 
an entry with a horse named Rising Sun. 

Rising Sun was making a good move in the 
three mile race and was up with the leaders. 
Cat Star was so far back, one would think she 
was in another race. 

Riles’ horse. Rising Sun, fell. As he was get¬ 
ting up, who should hit him, but Cat Star. "She 
ran over me and broke my collarbone,” Riles 
said. "And I’ve never forgotten that horse 
since.” 

But it wasn’t always a crashing thud to the 
turf for Riles. He rode some go^ horses, too. 
Like Replica 2nd, a horse he won five straight 
with, Teamaker, Errolford, Pontius Pilate, Ven¬ 
detta and After Supper. 

And there was a horse whom Riles said had 
”a great personality.” 

"His name was Acefull,” Riles said. "And he 
could run on the flats, too. You could do any¬ 
thing with him. When you were on the race¬ 
track and he saw an odd-looking pony, he’d 
take off after the pony And if he saw a dog, 
he’d run after it, too. I guess he just wanted 
friendship. We called him a ’Buddy’ horse. But 
when he ran, he was all business.” 

The worst fall suffered by Riles happened 
at Monmouth Park in 1963. He was riding 
Hustle for trainer Kenny Field. The horse 
stumbled after clearing a jump and flipped, 
with Riles underneath 900 pounds of horseflesh. 

"They had to extricate me from under the 
horse,” Riles recalled, and laughed about the 
incident. "But it wasn’t funny at the time. I 
was rushed to the hospital and X-Rays showed 
a broken left collarbone and collapsed lung. 
I was in an oxygen tent eight days. I lost 
so much weight, the doctors had given up on 
me.” 

It’s all in the past. Now a new career faces 
Riles. And he is grateful to Pete Bostwick. 

"Mr. Bostwick is a helluva sportsman,” Riles 
said, "and a terrific horseman. There should be 
more like him in the business.”
